FROM SMALL START 


WETUMPKA, Ala, "Tis said 
that everybody starts from the 
bettom, At least the Rawlinsons 


of Elmore County did that in their 
dairy business, They started with 
one heifer and now are milking 15 
cows, 

What's more—from a repistered 
Jersey heifer given to them some 


years ago they have sold over 
$1,000 worth of offspring! 

When the Rawlinsons married 
and moved to their home, they 


purchased a heifer to be sold for 
beef, Frem this they began sell- 
ing’ surplus butter, 

Seven years later Mrs. Rawlin- 
£0n's sister sent them the register- 
ed heifer which yielded them $1,000 
in marketed cows, 

The 15 cows in their present 
herd and four of the calves to be 
dropped early in the coming year 
are all direct descendants of their 
lirst purchased cow!

1941 AAA PAYMENT 
RATES ANNOUNCED 


AUBURN, Ala, The principal 
change in rates of payments for 
1941 AAA program is that of 


| making available a greater share 


of funds to farmers who carry out 
approved  soil-building practices, 
according to A, W. Jones, State 
AAA administrative officer. 

The payments for Southern 
crops based on normal yields of 
acreage allotments are: Cotton, 
87 cents per pound; Peanuts, 

25 per ton; Commercial Pota- 
toes, 2.8 cents per bushel; Flue- 
Cured ‘Tobacco, 0.8 cents per 
pound, These payments are con- 
tingent upon the $500,000,000 ap- 
propriation authorized in 1988 Ag- 
ricultural Adjustment Act, and 
rates are subject to revision up- 
ward or downward, based on num- 
ber of farmers participating. 

“The 1941 program continues 
provisions aimed at more soil con- 
servation,” Jones said. ‘There is, 
for example, the provision enabling 
farmers to plan 5-year conserva- 
tion programs for their farms such 
as is being used in Alabama in 
1941.”

More than one-third of all the 
automobiles and trucks ever pro- 
duced in the United States are still 
traveling the highways, Mr. J. B.

Since 1900, he asserts, almost 
80,000,000 motor vehicles have 
been produced by the American 
automobile industry; prior to that 
date only a few thousand vehicles 
were manufactured, Thirty-seven 
per cent of these vehicles, 30,600,- 
000, were registered and in opera- 
tion last year, and about 23 per 
cent of these are estimated to be 
10 years or more old,
